issued on November 8, 2004, in In re Guantanamo Detainee Cases, 344 F. Supp. 2d 174 (D.D.C. 
2004), the Order Supplementing and Amending Filing Procedures Contained in November 8, 
2004 Amended Protective Order, first issued on December 13, 2004, in In re Guantanamo 
Detainee Cases, and the Order Addressing Designation Procedures for "Protected Information," 
first issued on November 10, 2004, in In re Guantanamo Detainee Cases (collectively, the 
"Protective Order"), to the instant case; and 

(2) The Clerk of Court is directed to furnish a copy of the Protective Order and a 
certified copy of this Order to the United States Marshal for the purpose of serving Respondents, 
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the Attorney General of the United States, and the United States Attorney for the District of 
Columbia.
